SUBJECT: Saacch of Wallenberg Piles 


1. On 21 Hatch 1983#^ # who is from the office of 

the Nio for the USSR^ reviewed the 201 rile of Wallenberg* The 
purpose of that review was to brief the HSC on the DO's holdings on 
this case* After a one day session, she concluded that there was 
little infor«ation in those files which eight be of interest to the 
HSC. 1 then suggested that I would obtain for her the POIA package 
that was released on this case* 

2* On 22 March, I presented tc ^ the POIA package 

which she took back to her office. I also suggest) that in 
addition to the 201 file she nay also wish to review the entice POIA 
file. The latter includes not only our documentation, but also 
other agencies’s material. In fact a considerable number of 
documents fron that file originated with the Department of State. 
Presumable, when those documents were sent to stat^ material on this 
case in addition to the DO material whs released under POIA. 

3. 1 calle^C^ 23 March to advise her that the 

POIA package is available. Sfie did not review it today. 

4. One document of particular interest to her is a Studies of 
Intelligence item of which we also have a copy. It is a thorough 
review of the Wallenberg story. Since it is classified it cannot be 
released. Presumably it was reviewed as pact of a number of POIA 
requests for the Wallenberg material and found not releasable. 
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
